Dr. Arthuf Powell said it was a well-estab- 
lished medical fact (hit t's :rculosis,leprosyand 
certain ‘other diseases were caused by specific 
bacilli. ‘'It'was also proved, and had been 
recognised:by-all races-and at all times, that 
leprosy was spread by contagion. Unfortuna- 
tely, the prriod of incubation in leprosy was 
so exceedingly long that it was difficult lo tell 
by what time or when the inoculation or con- 
tagion took place. Again, he failed to see why 
fish should be singled out from any other form 
of food asa cause of leprosy. As to the intru- 
duction of leprosy in South-Africa, Dr, Powell 
contended thaton Mr, Hutchinson’s own 
‘showing the Malays had spread the contagion 
there. Asto the remark about the consump 
tlon of fish in Lent he submitted that the 
argument was not a sound one. They knew 
that Ireland had not accepted the New Church, 
and yet leprosy had disappeared from that 
island at almost the same time that it did from 
England. Again, it was well known that the 
Manipuris were great fish-eaters, and yet 
among them,cases of leprosy were exceeding’y 
Tare, + 
Dr. Kelkarni said the way in which fish was 
cured in India was very objectionable, inasmuch 
as pure salt was not used owing to its dearness. 
Considering the fact that salt had great resist- 
ing power against disease producing bacilli, he 
thonght an agitation should be set on foot 
against the salt tax, which prevented the salting 
of fish in a proper manner. 

Dr N.N. Katrak was of opinion that if leprosy 
was ever to be stamped out fram any country, 
it would not bs by checking the consumption 
of fish or any other fond, but, hy adopting 
general sanitary measures. 

Mr. Hutchinson having briefly replied on 
debate, : 

The Hon, Sir Bhalchandra Krishna moved a 
vate of thanks to “Mr, Hutchinson. He said if 
Mr, Hutchinson had visited different parts 
‘of the Bombay Presidency, he might have 
changed his view with regard to the causation 
of the disease by fish. He might also inform 
Mr, Hutchinson that he had not found leprosy 
prevalent among the Kolis of Bandora and 
other neighbouring places. They not only 
trade in fish but used it as their chief food 

The vote having been past with acclamation, 
the proceedings terminated. —Rungoon Times, 


THE SPREAD OF LEPROSY. 

‘ oe 
~ Mr. Jonathan “utchinson raised an. interest- 
ing discussion recently on the “Acélology of 
Leprosy before a lange and representative 
gathering of the medic il profession of Bombay. 
Licutenant-Colonel H. P, Dimmock presided. 

The Chairman, in introducing Mr, Hutchin- 
gon, said he was sure it gave the representatives 
of the medical profession of Rombay great 
“pleasure to have an opportunity of greeting so 
distinguished «a member of the profession as 
Mr, Hutchinson. His nime, as thev Bnew, had 
been such that whatever he suid on,a subject 
which he had made it his own was always 
listened to with the yreateat reverence and 
intere t. He had come out to India with the 
" gpecial object of inquiring into, and, if possible, 
of furthering the investigation of the question 
of leprosy. The disease was one of the greatest 
scourges of India, and if Mr. Hutchinson's 
investigutions could help them in the least in 
the way of altevia ing the disease they would 
he for ever grateful to him. - 

Mr. Hutchinson, in opening the discussion, 
seferred to the repart of the Commission that 
visited India twelve years ago with a view to 
investigate the cause snd spread .f leprosy, 
The conclusions at which the .Commission 
arnved were of a negative character, ‘They 
reported tha the disease was not contiyious, 
ani that they found no reason to believe that 
it was hereditary,” ‘They atso examined the 
question #5 to whether the eding of fish can- 
duced to the spread of Jeprosy, and they found 
that.in great many places people, who did nor 
ent fish at all, suffered from the disease He 
(the speaker) liad entertained the. opinion for 
the last fifty years that the cause of leprosy 
was primarily connected with a’ fish dict 

* Since the report of that Commission nothing 
material had been done as regarded leprosy. 
Now there was an inatitution in’ England,. 
where ihe qnestion of leprosy was discussed 
about two or three times a ycar,.as opportunities 
presented themselves, and. those, discussions 
had strengthened the speakePsctqnviction that 
fish diet was at the bottom of the’ disease. In 
England there were old records which showed 
that excessive cating of fish prod. ced leprosy. 

. This.was not only a medical but,p popular 
opinion. : 

In order to further examine the subject, the 
speaker went lo South Africa last year. Tt was 
seported by the South « frican Government that:]- 
among the Kaffirs ard Zulus, there were 3: 
number of lepers who lived on the hills where 
fish was not obtainable as font, During his 
inquiry. the speaker fuund that at one time 
€outh Africa was free from leprosy, and the 
first cuse was reported (0 have occurred clase 

"to Capetown ainong the Dutch farmers. This 
was about two hundied years.ago. it appeared 
that at that time a number’ of Maliys were 
imported there to work on the farms, and they 
brought with thea rce and salted fish, The 
result was that a fish trade soon sprang up, and 
factories were established for curing fish ; and 
the appearance of leviosy suon followed, The 
disease gradually travelled inward and affected 
the natives of Zululand and other parts of 
South Africa, The speaker then proceeded to 
dent with the question as to whether leprosy 
was cortagious. Ie said it was not-contaginus 
in the ordinary sense of the term, but it might 
be communicable through food handled by 
lepers, in a manner somewhat similar to that 
observed in the case of tuberculosis. The 

! speaker affirmed that there was a great mass of 
evidence against the theory af contacton, though |. 
there were isolated cises in which the disease 
‘might have been communicated as he had 
suggested : 
WHY EUROPE IS IMMUNE PROM LEPROSY ? 

The speaker averred tht leprosy could not 

maintain itself in any non-fith-eating come 
munity, It must die out very soon indeed 

Europe furnished a best proof of his assertion. 

In London there were nt least a hundred lepers 

introduced from Sndin, West?Yndies, and 

South Africa. The English people ‘took no 

precaution’ against them and allowed them to 

go wherever they liked, They have not proved 
any source of dinger. Similir wasthe case in 

Paris, Years ago about 72 lepers migrated from 

Norway into the United States. About forty 

years | ter thy Norwegian Government in- 
* tituted inquiries to their fate, and it was found 

that they did not spread contngion at all. Now, 
he might tell them that in the middle ages 
leprosy was prevalent in several countries of 

Europe, but as they advanced {n civilization 

and wealth, and {mproved their diet, the disease 

died out of itself. He balieved the sprend of}. 
the disease at that time was due to the influence 
of the Roman Catholic priests, who insisted 
upon tlie people to observe fastsin Lent. They 

* Inew-that people consu ned large quantities of 
’ fish on'such occasions, and this was a con- 

_, tributory cause tothe spread of leprosy. It 
- was remarkable that though the disease pre- 
; vailed in Germnny. and other neighbouring 

countries, It never: went into the , inland 
. of Russit,-as the Russians were of’ the Greek 
Church, and not tha Roman Catholic Church 

_ which. enjoined. consumption- of fish.. The 
apoaker next drew the attention of his hearers 

, to the fact that. leprosy appeared to be pre- 

‘. valent among the colonies of fishermen near 

tha shores of the Baltic Sea, the \Casplan Sea 

‘and the Black Sea. ‘Coming to. India, the
